1. Chinesa Com-unist authorities in central Kwangtung are concerned over the 
indifference of residents of that area in regard to nooular contributions 
towards the Korean war. They have been unable to sacure contributions of 
money from each halen aufficient for the vurchase of one “lane, or from 
each villaze sufficient for the purchase of one artillery piece. 


2. By 18 June only JMP 120,000,000 had bean contributed by the Chiengmen (113-066, 
22-34) area, despite the fact that JMP 1,500,000 had been ordered from Chiangmen 
by the-Central Kwangtung Commissioner's Office. By 19 June only JNP 50,000,000 
to JMP 60,000,000 had been contributed in each of the following areas: 
Taishan (212848, 22-15), Ch'angaha (112-42, 22-22), Tihai (112-41, 22-26), and 
Heinch’ang (112-42, 2221). 
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
